DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6 and 8-20 are allowed over the prior art of record because the prior art 
fails to disclose a displacement sensor having a plunger rod coupled to the piston 
bearing an encoded pattern of encoding features wherein the encoding features 
includes a plurality of slots and a detector array configured to detect at least two of the 
plurality of slots simultaneously regarding claim (1); a medical fluid dispensing 
apparatus comprising an encoding pattern of encoding features disposed along the 
plunger rod in a direction substantially orthogonal the linear axis of motion of the piston 
wherein the encoding features includes a plurality of slots and a detector array 
configured to detect at least two of the plurality of slots simultaneously regarding claim 
(12); and a method comprising an encoded pattern of encoded features disposed upon 
a plunger rod coupled to the piston wherein the encoding features includes a plurality of 
slots and a detector array configured to detect at least two of the plurality of slots 
simultaneously regarding claim (17).
